Andrew J. Bry ant of Marion, the 
whereabouts of whom were for many 
y ears unknown to his brother, Perry 
Bry ant of Carthag e is at the bedside 
of his brother in Carthag e,-who is 
critically ill with paraly sis and can 
not survive many day s. 
Andrew J. 
Bry ant was located by a newspaper 
^story in the Marion Chronicle and it 
is due to theis that he arrived in Car­ 
thag e in time to see his brother alive. 
The brothers have 
not 
seen 
each 
other for y ears and 
their 
homes 
were unknown to each other. They 
were at last reunited when one was 
on his deathbed. 
Mr. Bry ant of Carthag e suffered 
his third stroke of paraly sis Monday 
and it was feared he would not live 
twenty -four hours. Iiis life is hang ­ 
ing by a mere thread now and it may 
be snuffed out any moment. Bry ant 
is forty -two y ears old and has lived 
in Carthag e a number of y ear« . His 
sister. Mrs. Joah Stines of Dublin, 
Wav ne county , is at his bedside al­ 
so. 
The long -lost brother was located! 
throug h a strang e circumstance. Mrs. 
Lizzie Bry ant, wife of the dy ing Car­ 
thag e man, wrote letters 
to many 
postmasters throug hout the country 
in what she considered a vain at­ 
tempt to find her brother-in-law that 
lie mig ht see her husband before he 
passed into the land of the unknown. 
But fortune favored her. 
Marion 
Twins, postmaster of Marion, was ' 
interested by the pleiu-in her letter 
and he recited the story to a Minion ! 
Chronicle reporter. 
The 
reporter 
wrote a story . Andrew J. Bry ant of 
Marion was notified by 
friends in 
Marion of the story and when lie 
learned his brother was on his death­ 
bed he hastened to his side. 
Mr. Bry ant has been a resident of 
j 
Marion for several months, be was 
told of the article in the Chronicle. At 
first he did not believe that the arti- 
tiele told about had been .printed, but 
when shown a copy of the newspa­ 
per he hastened to the office of the 
postmaster and announced a 
few 
minutes later he would leave for Car­ 
thag e on the first train which he did. 
Bry ant returned to Marion from 
Toledo a few months ag o, and since 
that time has made liis home with a 
■family there. lie has worked at odd 
jo bs and say s that lie had received no 
mail since returning there. 
Bry ant was believed by many to be 
in Toledo working for John Weis- 
mantle, who conducts a bakery there. 
Bry ant formerly worked at Adding ­ 
ton Brothers’ livery barn in Marion 
when Weismantle went to Toledo sev­ 
eral y ears ag o to start a bakery 
Bry ant accompanied him. Word had 
been sent to Toledo in hopes Bry ant 
w ould g et it and hasten to the home 
of his dy ing brother in Carthag o. 
Later it was learned that he was in 
Marion. 
It was 
surprising to the 
Marion postmaster how many per­ 
sons knew Bry ant and believed they 
knew where be could be located. He 
say s that he received between forty 
and fifty telephone calls from Marion 
residents who knew the 
man. 
The 
ifreater number of these persons said 
they believed he would be found at 
Toledo. All seemed anx ious that he 
be found, and volunteered all the in­ 
formation they could. 
Bry ant ex pressed g reat surprise at 
his brother’s illness, hut announced

In addition to the low temperature 
there was a wind that increased the 
discomfort of those unfortunates who 
were compelled to face it, and that j 
searched out and entered every little 
opening it could find around windows 
and doors.

temperature of 6 above zero, and at 
midnig ht there was a temperature of 
zero. 
Aecompaning the cold was a wind 
that reached a max imum velocity of 
thirty -six miles an hour

caused some damag es To sig ns and 
other articles that 
could be 
pried 
loose. 
The 
zero 
temperature 
reached 
down into central Kansas, Missouri 
and Illinois and there was freezing 
temperature as far south as the g ulf.

A false impression ha I been g ained 
from a story in the Grcq p.aburg News 1 
recently that the Indianapolis & Cin- 1 
cinnati Traction line would be ex - 
j 
tended to Cincinnati from Greensburg 
by way of Batesville and Harrison 
and at that time it was pointed out j 
that the plan to survey the proposed 
route was only in accordance with an 
j 
interview g iven the Daily Republican 
several* weeks 
ag o by 
President! 
Charles L. Henry after Mr. Henry 
and the directors of the line had in­ 
spected that route and one from this 
city by way of Brookvilje and Harri- \ 
son. 
To correct the false report which ( 
ha s become current Mr. Henry today 
g ave out an interview to the effect 
that all three of the routes already ; 
proposed, tin* third one being from 
Connersville by way of Liberty and 
Hamilton, arc still considered and j 
nothing will be done until the 
two 
newest ones are survey ed and an es­ 
timate of the cost of rig ht-of-way is 
had. 
Mr. Henry said 
“The report having g one out that 1 
the Indianapnl#s~and Cincinnati Trac- | 
tion Company has definitely decided j 
onNhe route for the completion of its 
line to Cincinnati, I desire, in fair­ 
ness to all, to state the x act facts 
“Orig inally it was the intention to 
e Aend the line from Connersville, via 
Liberty , Colleg e Corner and Ox ford, 
to Hamilton, Ohio, but recently the 
directors have g one » over two other 
sug g ested routes, with a view to de­ 
termining their feasibility , namely , a 
route from Greensburg via Batesville, 
Indiana and Harrison, Ohio. 
The 
other from Rushville, via Brookville, 
Indiana, and Harrison, Ohio. 
After having g one over both of 
these routes, they decided to have a 
careful and accurate surv ey of each 
one of these routes made, including 
an estimate of the cost of the rig ht of 
way , and construction of the line, so 
that they mig ht be in a position to 
properly consider 
the 
adv antag es 
and disadv antag es of each as com­ 
pared with the other route from Con­ 
nersville, via Liberty , ^to Hamilton, 
Ohio, this latter route hav ing al­ 
ready been survey ed as far as Col­ 
leg e Corner. 
Until the surey s and estimates of 
the two routes mentioned are com­ 
pleted, no final determination will be 
made by the company as to the route 
which "will be followed for the ulti­ 
mate ex tension of this line to Cin­ 
cinnati.” 


To add to Ins string of misfor­ 
tune and ill luck A. P. Alex ander of 
this city ’’, who is better known as 
Perry , was 
struck by a Big Four 
freig ht eng ine at a crossing in Shel­ 
by ville y esterday and carried several 
feet in the mass of Wreckag e. 
That 
he escaped death or fatal 
injuries 
was considered miraculous. 
Mr. Alex ander was nearly killed in 
an ex plosion in a Greensburg hotel 
a y ear ag o and received scars which 
he wfil carry all throug h life. 
Mr. 
Alex ander has never fully recovered 
from that accident. 
He is six ty -dive 
y ears old and is now eng ag ed as a 
subscription solicitor for an Indiana­ 
polis paper. 
The Shelby ville Demo­ 
crat adds the following concerning 
the accident: 
He was run 
down by a Big Four 
freig ht in East Broadway shortly be­ 
fore nine o’clock and was bndlv in:rt 
about the head and spine, but it is 
not considered that his condition v- 
alarming as lie was able to walk back 
up town following the accident, and 
was still able to be out 
011 the street 
after his injuries had been dressed, 
but he was suffering intensely 
and 
said he would probably be forced io 
take to bis bed. 
The bug g y in which Mr. Alex ander 
was riding was demolished in the ac­ 
cident but the horse escaped injury . 
Mr. Alex ander had hired the oulfit 
from the Alvin Midkiff livery burn 
early Thursday morning and was in­ 
tending to spend the day canv assing 
cast of Shelby ville. lie was driving 
east on Broadway and 
as 
he ap­ 
proached the railway track he took a 
g ood look to see if there was 
any 
dang er of encountering a train, as 
the vehicle was fitted with a storm 
front. 
Mr. Alex ander in speaking about 
the accident said lie saw the freig ht 
train g oing east and that lie drove 
upon the track, but was cautrht by 
the same train lie had been watching , 
as it had stopped and backed down 
upon him by the time he reached the 
track. He said he was driving slowly 
His bug g y , he said, had nearly clear­ 
ed the track,but was upset and hurl­ 
ed to the side of the track when the 
train caug ht one of the rear wheels. 
The top and seat were torn from the 
vehicle and Mr. Alex ander was held in 
the Wreckag e until persons who had 
witnessed the accident hurried to his 
aid and took care of him and the ex ­ 
cited horse. 
Mr. Alex ander insisted on being a’- 
lowed to walk up town and the horse 
and bug g y were returned to the livery 
barn by Mr. Midkiff, who was called 
to the scene of the accident. 
Mr. 
Alex ander’s 
injuries were 
dressed by Dr. H. M. Connelly at his 
office and the injured man later went 
to liis room at the Ross House, where 
he has been stay ing since coming to 
Shelby ville about a week ag o. 
Mr. Alex ander came near losing 
his life a y ear ag o in a g as ex plosion 
at Greensburg and the burns he re­ 
ceived at that time abont the head 
and face have not y et fully healed 
and some of them were reopened by 
the accident Thursday morning . Mr. 
Alex ander was accepting his bad 
luck cheerfully . He said the ex peri­ 
ence was not a new one to him as he 
had been hit by almost every thing ex ­ 
cept-lig htning . 
ne say s he believes 
he bears a charmed life.

The business men 
accomplished 
thing s in short order. 
They put the 
taboo sig n on the automobile adv er­ 
tising scheme which broke into the 
city the first of the week, and also, 
they were unanimous in the opinion 
that the hitchraek should be retained 
in Rushville at any cost. 
The hitchraek q uestion 
was the 
first to come 
up for consideration. 
After considerable discussion the old 
committee which was appointed to 
look after this matter was retained 
and was instructed to canv ass 
the 
business men at once and determine 
whether or not more money could not 
be raised to keep the 
'1 fivehrack lo­ 
cated back of the jail. The eorOimil- 
raittee ex pected to beg in work this 
tee is composed of Earl H. Pay ne, G. 
P. Hunt and Beit Mullin. 
The corn- 
morning . 
- 
Secretary Will O. Feudner report­ 
ed that the hitchraek q uestion had 
to be decided at once as A. M. Price, 
the rack tender, was not collecting 
enoug h money weekly to make a liv­ 
ing and so that he could afford t> 
continue with it. 
He said Mr Price 
came to him thi> week with the com- 
nlaint that he had collected only six 
and a half dollars, and by the time 
he paid his weekly rent of four dol­ 
lars, he would have but tvy o and a 
half dollars left. On his own initia­ 
tive the secretary g ave him ten dol­ 
lars to stem the tide until the mer­ 
chants met last nig ht and made ar­ 
rang ements. 
The association voted 
to sustain the action of the secretary 
in pay ing out the money . 
The rent on the hitchraek has been 
raised to fifteen dollars a 
m o nt h and 
in order to hold the g round Mr. Price 
roust sig n a contract to rent it for 
five y ears. 
He does not ea^e » 0 do 
this unless he is insured enoug h col­ 
lections to pay him to conduct 
the 
rack. 
In return for a five-y ear con­ 
tract the owner of tlic g round ag rees 
to repair the place and install new 
posts and chains. 
The merchants were all ag reed last 
nig ht that they could not afford to do 
without the hitchraek. They poinred 
cut that it was a g reat accommoda­ 
tion to farmers who come to Rush­ 
ville and especially to the count-y 
women who drive to the city . 
The 
rack tender cares for their horse ?rd 
bug g y and they have nothing to do 
only to drive to the rack and g et out. 
It wa s sho wn at the meeting that 
so me mercha nts only paid ten or fif­ 
teen cents a week while many 
pay 
no thing a t a ll. Since all merchants 
a re benefited by the rack it was the 
co nsensus o f opinion that all should 
a ssist m 
defra y ing the 
ex pense« . 
So me business men pa y twenty -five 
cents a week, which sum will be asked 
o f a ll o f them. 
The mercha nts decided once 
and 
a ll tha t they would not sanction 
a nd wo uld ha v e nothing to do with 
a n 
a uto mo bile adv ertising 
scheme, 
which is being worked here. Several 
business men, it was said at the meet- 
Co ntinued o n pa g e eig ht.

When thirteen y ears old Simeon, a 
shepherd in Cilicia, left his flocks and 
obtained admission to a monastery in 
Sy ria. 
Afterward he withdrew to a 
mou ntain thirty -fiv e miles 
east 
of 
Antioch, where he at first confined 
limself within a circle 
of 
stones. 
>eeming this penace insu fficiently se­ 
v ere, in the y ear 423 he 
fix ed 
his 
abiding place on the top of a pillar 
which at first was nine feet high, bu t 
was su ccessiv ely raised to the hight 


the earl of Leicester;

It will be interesting enough from a 
topical point cf view for the average 
reader who may have occasion to ex­ 
press himself upon the Panama canal 
to read up on canal lock s, says 
the 
Chicago Tribune. Don’t mak e the mis­ 
tak e of committing yourself to canal 
greatness as wholly within the “Canal 
Zone,” for the longest canal lock in 
the world has just been built by the 
federal government at St. Mary’s falls 
at Sault Ste Marie, Mich. This longest 
lock in the world measures 1,350 by 
80 feet, with low water clearance of 
25 feet 
This new canal, which parallels the 
old “Soo” canal from Lak e Superlpr, 
lies to the north of the old St. Mary’s 
falls canal, which had its origin when 
the state of Michigan dug the first 
:‘Soo" canal in 1855. 
In the early 70’s 
traffic through 
the 
Michigan 
built 
canal had increased to such an extent 
that the federal government took It 
over and in 1881 had completed its en­ 
largement to 160 feet width and con­ 
structing the Wenzell lock -r-still In 
use—515 feet long and 80 feet wide, 
with depth of 16 feet at low water. On 
the Canadian side are the Dominion 
government’s canal and lock , but by 
far the greater tonnage has been us­ 
ing the 
American 
side, where the 
later Poe lock has had a length of 
SOO feet, width of 100 feet, and depth 
of 20 fee.t 
Now the greatest lock on the globe 
has been completed in the

Leads to the Arrest of an Allentown 


Bride. 
Allentown, Pa., Jan. 5.—The charge 
that has been lodged against Mrs. John 
Kulp, a bride of three months, by her 
husband, is that 
she poisoned pies 
with the object of k illing his whole 
family. 
Mrs. 
Kulp 
wras 
formerly 
Hannah Sneidd of Catasuqua, and she 
and her husband, after their marriage, 
wrent to live with his parents, his sis­ 
ter Ida also being a member of the 
family. 
A few' days ago young Mrs. Kulp 
bak ed two grape pies, large, juicy and 
tempting. 
She was at home alone 
when she bak ed them. 
When they 
were served it was noticed the pies 
w’ere liberally besprink led with pow­ 
dered sugar. The young husband cut 
out a big slice, 
but with the first 
mouthful declared the taste was not 
at all lik e that of the pie that his moth­ 
er used to mak e, but gritty and bitter. 
Kulp consulted a chemist and then 
preferred a charge against his wife of 
attempting to k ill them all by mixing 
ground glass and strychnine with the 
powdered sugar.

Miles Gave Some interesting Figures 
as to Profits in Beef. 
Chicago, Jan. 5.—William D. Miles, 
who_was believed to be one of the 
strongest witnesses for the govern­ 
ment in the trial of the pack ers in the 
federal court here, failed utterly to 
materialize in such form, proved an 
evasive witness, and Judge'Carpenter 
once had to tell him to answer ques­ 
tions directly, yes or no. 
One state­ 
ment that he made wras startling. He 
quoted figures of the profits for the 
year preceding Oct. 28, 189 9 , of the 
Armour Pack ing company of Kansas 
City. 
Of this company he was then 
manager. 
According to these there 
wras only 3 cents’ profit on the whole 
carcass or the meat of. a steer. 
The 
profit from the glue made from the 
hoofs is 18 cents or six times as much 
as that made cn the whole beef. Forty- 
two cents is derived from oleo and its 
by-products, and 37 cents made on 
hides, which means the profit made 
on a head of cattle was approximately 
$1- 
These figures were mystifying 
to the government attorneys. 
But 
Miles stood by them, quoting from a 
memorandum book he carried.
